ly appealed to by Judge Wilfley for ad 
vice as to procedure and other details 
The lack of adequate laws hamperei 
Judge Wilfley, but by proceeding in ac 
cordance with the common law he 
quickly made the court effective. With 
in a few months after the court was 
organized Shanghai and other cities h 
China where conditions were such as 
to require It were thoroughly and-dras 
tically cleaned up.

characters who had brought disgrace

Chinese people and with our brethren 
of other countries who live in China."
